There are 20 x ZIS 151, each with a girder mounted length- 
wise over the driver’s cabin, stationed in tho Panzer Kaserae, 50X1-HUM 
NEQHUPPIN. The girder extends from the back to 

some 50 ems, in front of the bonnet , and carries a pulley, (see 
sketch at Appendix A) . Each carries an insignia consisting 

of the outline of a tank with crossed hammer and spanner. 

5. TROOP MOVEMENT 


A unit ..of EGA troops detrained at ALT RUPPIN railway station 
at 1800 hours on 13th April 1959* They arrived in approximately 
10 carriages, and came from EGGESIN. They inarched out of ALT 
RUPPIN into the woods, in a northerly direction. Approximately 
10 x armoured personnel carriers were unloaded at the sano time 
from open goods wagons. 50X1 -HUM 


5. TRAILER WITH UNUSUAL LOAD 


On 17th April 1959 an M1950 tracked prime mover with trailer 
drove northwards on the NEURUPPIN - MAL'CHOW road. A cylindrical 
object, covered with canvas , was on the trailer. It was approximately 
8 metres long, tapering in front with a raised portion at the back. 

(See sketch at Appendix B.) 
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
